In thè northwestem and western ( 
sdburbs, Joe Ferriola and Joey Lom¬ 
bardo are thè bosses, according tò 1 
thè commission. Other groups oper- i 
atei in thè near north suburbs and 
the city’s south and Southwest sides. — 

Bach group operates its own busi- 
nesses that are suitable to thè area 
it covers. But a share of thè profìts . 
always goes to thè top. 

Out of this setup, both theories of 
thè south suburban war develop. 

The Chicago Crime Commission 
said it has evidence from more than 
a year ago that thè overall leader- 1 
ship has become dissatisfìed with 
thè management in thè south sub¬ 
urbs; The commission believes thè 
bosses from thè northwest and west¬ 
ern suburbs were invited to move in. 

Pilotto may or may not have 
agreed to thè change. The shooting 
on thè golf course may have been a 
botched assassination attempt at a 
reluctant retiree or an intentional 
miss meant to scare him into sub-

The subsequent murders of two 
high-ranking “lieutenants” apparent- 
ly also were thè work of outsiders. 
The hits may have been strictly 
business — meant to hurry thè 
changing of thè guard — or may 
have been necessitated by thè reluc- 
tahce of thè lieutenants and other 
Pilotto underlings to accept this 
change. 

Other authorities paint a different 
pieture, one of a war being waged 
between thè forces of upstart Tocco 
and those of Pilotto. 

Although Pilotto already has 
fcanded down much of thè day-to- 
day operations to Tocco, some older 
associates reportedly remain more 
loyal to Pilotto and second-guess his 
heir’s decisions. Law enforcement 
authorities believe Tocco’s power 
will never be complete as long as Pi- 
lotto is around. 

Tocco's desire for total control 
may be enough to warrant his re¬ 
movai of Pilotto. But there may be 
higher forces at work. 

Pilotto was indicted last spring by 
a federai grand jury in connection 
with a $2 million kickback scheme 
involving thè insurance funds of In¬ 
ternational Laborers Union Locai 5, 
of which he is president. The trial is 
expected to begin later this year. 

Pilotto is charged with direct in- 


volvement, and federai authorities 
are believed to have solid evidence 
to back up thè charges. However, 
Accardo was indicted on conspiracy 
charges, which some believe would 
be difficult to prove without infor- 
mation from others named in thè in- 

dictmejit. ®ÈtÈÌM 

Both men are in their 70 s|HB^ 
neither Pilotto nor Accardo wa&ra^ 
conviction on an otherwise jraflp 
lightly soiled record. 

If Accardo were afraid Pilffig

If this were thè case, Tocco may 
have been given thè order to carry 
out thè execution, both to follow 
The Outfit’s chain of command and 
to provoke thè least retribution, 
Barry said. 

Such an order could never be pub- 
lici^ed, even in mob circles, because

The Chicago Strike Force reports that Alfred Pilotto, 70, 
President of Locai 5 of thè Laborers International Union and 
one of thè five "Street bosses" of thè Chicago organized crime 
group, was thè victim of an attempted assassination on Saturday, 

July 25, 1981. Pilotto, of south suburban Chicago Heights, was 
indicted last month with Anthony Accardo and several others as a 
result of a Miami and Chicago Strike Force investigation probing 
thè defrauding of thè health and benefit funds of thè Laborers 
International Union of North America. b7C 

At thè tinte of thè shooting, Pilotto had just finished his 
tee shot on thè eighth hole of thè Lincolnshire Country Club 
shortly after 8 a.m. when thè would-be assailant appeared out 
of thè bushes next to thè tee and fired several times with a 
large caliber automatic pistol, belièved to be a -45, at Pilotto, 
striking him in thè arm. Pilotto was taken to a hospital in 
Crete, Illinoi's, where he was immediately placed under guard 
with off-duty Chicago Heights, Illinois, policemen. Pilotto’s 
brother. Henry, is Chief of Police of Chicago Heights, Illinois. 
Pilotto's bodyguards prohibited investigators from thè Crete . 
Police Department from interviewing Pilotto. 

Pilotto's golfing partners, Nick Fushi, Sam Guzzino, and 
Rudy Bamonti, were unable to provide any information concerning 
thè description of thè gunman who had fled on foot. It is . , 

believed that thè shooting was, in fact, an attempted assassination£ 
of Pilotto, rather than a "warning"..

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Reputed south suburban crime syndi- 
cate kingpin Alfred Pilotto, 71, of Chicago 
Heights is facing a maximum sentence of 
20 years in prison and a $25,000 fine, as a 
result of his conviction Friday by a fed¬ 
erai jury in Miami. 

After deliberating for 10 days, thè jury 
of eight women and four men announced 
that they had found Pilotto and five other 
defendants guilty of conspiring in a $2 
million insurance fund kickback scheme 
involving thè Laborers International 
union. 

Two other defendants, Anthony “Big 
Tuna” Accardo, thè 76-year-old reputed 
Chicago mob boss who once served as a 
driver for Al Capone, and Terrence J. 
O’Sullivan, former secretary-treasurer of 
thè union, were both acquitted. 

THE JURY SAIO more time was 
needed to deliberate thè fate of thè other 
three defendants, one of whom is Elm- 
wood Park resident Angelo Fosco, 61, 
prèsident of thè 550,000-nhember mterna- 


tional union. Those deliberations will con¬ 
tinue next week. 

During thè trial, Pilotto was accused of 
demanding kickbacks of 10 per cent from 
thè union’s premiums for dentai insur¬ 
ance. 

More than 80 witnesses were called to 
testify in thè trial which lasted more than 
a month. There were 1,100 exhibits in- 
cluding $12,000 which Federai Bureau of 
Investigation (FBI) agents described as 
kickback money which they had seized. 
The 71-year-old Pilotto lives in a quiet 
residential neighborhood of Chicago 
Heights. Although he is thè president of 
Locai 5 of thè Laborers International 
union, Pilotto has maintained a relatively 
low profile when compared to some of his 
long-time associates, such as Accardo. 

PILOTTO RECEIVED media attention 
last summer when he was wounded by 
gunfire in an assassination attempt while 
playing golf at Lincolnshire country club, 
Crete. His assafèRt has not been appre- 


hended. 

Following thè shooting, Pilotto was j 
rushed to St. James hospital in Chicago j 
Heights, where his younger brother, Chi- ; 
cago Heights Police Chief Henry Pilotto, j 
stationed police detectives to guard his 
hospital room on an àround-the-clock ba- 
sis during Pilòtto’s confinement. 

According to thè jury’s verdict, thè 
other five defendants found guilty are| 
James Caporale, 61, secretary-treasurer' 
of thè union’s Chicago area council and 
trustee for its Chicago dentai pian; Sey- 
mour A. Gopman, 57, of Florida; Louis S. 1 
Ostrer, 59, of New York; Bernard G. 
Rubin, 61, of Miami, and George Wuag- 
neaux, 49, of Scottsdale, Ariz. 

In addition to Fosco, thè jury is stili 
considering thè fate of defendants John ; 
Giardelli, 50, and Salvatore Tricario, 50, ; 
both of Fort Lauderdale, Fla. 

ALFRED PILOTTO AND his son-in- 
law, James Pinckard, 46, alsa of Chicago 
Heights, were among 16 persousaamed 


in thè originai federai indictment last 
year under thè Racket Influenced and 
Corrupt Organizations (RICO) act 
charging a $2 million kickback scheme ili 
thè union insurance program. 

Pinckard was identified by federai law ; 
enforcement officials at thè time of thè 
indictmènt as an executive of what^ 
authorities said was a dummy insurance: 
company. Pinckard (as well as four other 
persons) was later severed from thè óthèr 
11 defendants in thè case and was notori - 
trial in Miami. He is scheduled to be tried 
separately at a later date. , . 

The orginal indictment charged thè 16 
with engaging “in a pattern of rack- 
eteering” to gain control of thè union. 
Through control of thè union’s welfare, 
health, dentai and other insurance funds, 
thè defendants obtained $2,064,066 in kic-; ;

A NOVICE HIT man's acetumi of 
how he shot a crime syndicate figure 
must be corroborated with additional 
testimony or evidence before any 
charges can be brought in thè case. 

That is thè opinion of Department of 
Justice legai experts who have re- 
viewed thè statements of a bungiing 
crime syndicate gunman who said he 
was hired to assassinate a top south 
suburban mob boss but botched thè job 
through a bad case of nerves. 

The Tribune on Saturday disclosed 
details from thè statements by thè 
gunman, identìfied only as “John,” 
who said he was hired through inter- 
mediaries at thè behest of mob boss 
Anthony Accardo to murder Alfred 
Pilotto, although thè two mob leaders 
have been associates for decades. 

John's story carne to tight when he 
appealed for protection to thè FBI, 
saying he feared for his life becàuse 
thè mob was after him. 

THE FBI WAS brought iato thè case 
by William K. Lambie Jr., associate 
director of thè Chicago Crime Commis* 
sion and a former FBI agent. That was 
late last year, and John’s story had 
been a closely guarded secret until his 
admitted role in thè Pilotto shooiing 
was learned by The Tribune. 

Lambie, an authority on mob actìvi- 
ties who is resigning from. thè Crime 
Commissiòn next month, cònfifrned 
that he was contacted by thè, admitted 
gunman and listened to his disdosures. 

In detaiied statements to thè FBI, thè. 




wou!d-be assassin said he shot Pilotto, 
71, severa! times with a 45-caliber pis- 
tol on a golf course in Crete, Wiii 
County, on July 25,1981. Pilotto, though 
critically wounded, recovered. No 
charges have been filed or arrests 
made in thè case. 

John told thè FBI that he understood 
the^ motive for thè attempt on Pilotto's 
life was Accardo’s desire to prevent 
anyone from testifying against him in 
thè then-pending trial of Accardo, Pilot¬ 
to and others in Miami on labor rack- 
eteering charges. 

THAT CASE ended in June in thè 
acquittal of Accardo, but Pilotto and 
seven other men were convicted on 
charges that they conspired to defraud 
thè Laborers International Union of $2 
million in an insurance kickback 
scheme. 

Justice Department experts are 
known to be considering thè possibility 
of convening a grand jury investiga- 
tion. In such a move, prosecutors would 
hope to obtain testimony under oath 
that would confirm or refute John’s 
story. 

John told Lambie and FBI agent Eay 
Shyrock his story as two other FBI 
agente stood guard nearby. After it was 
over, John was placed, and has subse- 
quently been kept, under FBI protec¬ 
tion.

John drove a cab in Chicago Heights 
for Sam Guzzino, 51, a reputed mob

’ LAW ENFORCEMENT officiala gener- 
ally had expressed bewilderment at thè 
brazen day tight attempt on Pilotto, long 
regarded as a major syndicate figure 
based in Chicago Heights. 

Inaiders farailiar with mob activities, 
however, had suspected that thè shootlng 
was linked to thè then-pending trial of 
Accardo, Pilotto and others in Miami. 

Never was thè association between Ac¬ 
cardo and Pilotto more vivkily captured 
than when they were phofcographed with 
elght other crime syndicate figure® at a 
1978 summit meeting of thè mob's ruling 
Family bere. That rare photo was publish- 
ed in The Tribune on Jan. 25, 1981. 


AFTER TALK1NG with John in a se- 
ries of phone calls over a six~hour period 
one day last Novembcr, Larabie said, “I 
decided thè guy might be for real. He 
was scared out of bis wits.” 

Lambie said he then contacted FBI 
agent Shyrock, now an officiai in thè 
office of Cook County State’s Atty. Rich¬ 
ard M. Daley. Together with two other 
FBI agente j Lambie and Shyrock met 
with John that night in a suburban res¬ 
taurant. 

John poured out his story to Lambie 
and Shyrock ’ as thè two other agents 
stood guard nearby. 

THE FOLLOWING account was pteced 
together from his story: 

John, a cab driver in Chicago Heights, 
worked for Sam Guzzino, 51, a reputed

A SECRET MISSION by thè FBI, 
called “Operation Door Slam,” was a 
major factor when a federai judge in 
Miami imposed a maximum 20-year pris- 
on term on Chicago mobster Alfred Pilot- 
to. 

The Tribune learned that thè FBI plan- 
ted an agent as a doorman in a ob run 
night club in suburban Chicago Heights 
for il months to gather information about 
south suburban rackets run by Pilotto. 

Whiìe learning about loan sharking and 
prostitution, thè agent uncovered infor¬ 
mation about three unsolved gangland 
siayings and a botchcd murder attempt. 

The mission was code-named “Opera- 
tión Door Slam” because while evesdrop- 
ping, thè agent-doorman spent most of - 
his time opening and closing doors at thè 
Show Club lounge. 

IN ADDITION, of course, thè mission 
resulted in a prison door slamming om 
Pilotto. An FBI spokesman said' federai 
prosecutors in Chicago pian to present 
“Door Slam” findìngs to a grand jury for 
possible indictments against other 
hoodlums. 

At a court hearing last week, Judge 
James W. Kehoe, of U.S. District Court in 
Miami, was so impressed with thè infor¬ 
mation on Pilotto’s mob activities that he 
imposed thè toughest possible sentence, 
declaring, ”1 find you are a danger to 
society.” 

Then thè judge denied an appeal bond 
and ordered Pilotto to start serving time 
as soon as marshals could hustle thè 72- 
year of mobster out of thè courtroom. 
Pilotto, a Chicago crime syndicate and 
labor union figure, was convicted in June 
of labor racketeering along with seven 
other men in federai court in Miami. 

On Tuesday, when it carne time to 
sentence Pilotto and thè others, federai 
prosecutors in Florida wanted to con¬ 
vince thè judge that Pilotto deserved a 
long prison term. As a result, James T. 
York, supervisor of thè FBI’s organized 
crime section in Chicago, and a team of 
other federai agents traveled to Miami to 
testify at a pre-sentencing hearing.., 

THEY TOLD thè judge what they knew 
about Pilotto, much of it based on infor¬ 
mation from “Door Slam.” 

Pilotto and thè other defendants were 
accused of skimming $2 million in funds 
from thè mob-influenced Laborers Inter¬ 
national Union to benefit a Miami Insur¬ 
ance company run by a convicted 
.js.windleL

Subject Prlorities for FBI Arrest or Locates: 

A - Subject wanted for crimes of violence (i.e. murder, manslaughter, forcible rape, robbery and aggravated assault) or convicted of such crimes in 
thè past fi ve years. 

B - Subjects wanted for crimes involving thè loss or destruction of property valued in excess of $25,000 or convicted of such crimes in thè past 
fi ve years. 

C - All others. / 

Claiming Convictions Other Than Federai: / 

It is permissible to claim a locai (state, county or locai) conviction if thè FBI’s investigation significantly contributed to thè successful locai 
prosecution. A succinct narrative setting forth thè basis for claiming a locai conviction must accompany this report. When claiming a conviction 
other than Federai, enter thè word “LOCAL” in thè “Conviction-Section” block, disregard thè number of conviction counts, but enter thè sentence 
in thè appropriate blocks. Enter "LF” in thè “In-Jail” block for all lite sentences and XP” for all capitai punishment sentences. 

Reportlng Convictions: 

Convictions should not be reported until thè sentence has been issued. There are two exceptions to this rule. The conviction information can be 
submitted by itself if: 

1. The subject becomes a fugitive after conviction but prior to sentencing. 

2. The subject dies after conviction but prior to sentencing. 

An explanation is required in thè Remarks section for either of thè above exceptions. 

Rule 20 Situatlons: 

The field office that obtained thè process (normally the office of origin) is thè office that should claim thè conviction, not thè office where thè 
subject enters thè plea in cases involving Rule 20 of thè Federai Rules of Criminal Procedures. 

Investigative Assistance or Techniques (lA/Ts) Used: 

-Since more than one IA/T could have contributed to thè accomplishment, each IA/T must be rated. 

•The IA/T used must be rated each time an accomplishment is claimed. (For example - if informant information was thè basis for a complaint, an 
arrest, a recovery and a conviction and if separate FD-515s are submitted for each of thè aforementioned accomplishments, thè ‘‘Informant 

1 Inforn^tion" block must be rated on each FD-515 even if it was thè same information that contributed to all thè accomplishments.)
